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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required. In reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, clalm(s) 1-34, drawn to a transmitter and a receiver for detecting an 
object, classification in class 340, subclass 551 . 

Group II, claim(s) 35, drawn to an array of electromagnetic and acoustic sensor 
for detecting an object, classification In class 340, subclass 540. 

2. The Inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, the various Inventions have 
separate utility such as electronic system not necessarily used with each other. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 
Embodiment 1 : figures 4 and 7; and 
Embodiment 2: figures 6 and 8. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added.
